The tables show that exports from Germany are comprised predominantly of highly 
ricated articles, while imports into Germany are mainly foodstuffs and unfinished 
ds. The most important commodities sold abroad are machinery, including power tools 
other goods of iron and stéel, and chemicals including dyestuffs, The one raw 
erial exported in considerable quantity is coal. Leading the list of imports is 
ron ore, followed in order by wool, oil, cotton, oil seeds, and copper, all six being 
industrial raw materials. Almost 40 per cent of imports are foodstuffs.
